To  Tho  Chairman  and  Momhers  of  the 

Erpingham  Rural  District  Councils 


I have  tho  honour  to  submit  my  .’.nnual  Report  on  tho  Health  of 
the  district  for  1962..  The  estimated  midyear  population  v/as  18,660,  which 
is  an  increase  of  90  over  the  previous  year.  ^Is  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  just  5?  there  would  appear  to  bo  a small  raovem.ent  of  people 
into  the  district. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory,  although  we 
tend  to  forget  that  serious  infectious  disease  is  only  kept  at  bay  by  constant 
vigilance  and  by  such  active  proce-duros  as  immunization.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  special  evening  sessions  were  held  in  convenient  places  in  an 
attempt  to  vaccinate  with  tho  new  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  tho  young  adults 
who  found  it  difficult  to  attend  during  the  day.  Our  faith  in  this  vac^tino 
has  been  justified^  the  incidence  of  polio  during  1962  was  tho  lowest  for  50 
years  in  this  country.  The  amount  of  death  -end  suffering  saved  by  immunization 
over  tho  last  few  years  is  beyond  measure.  There  used  to  be  about  55? 000  cases 
of  diphtheria  annually  in  England  and  ’'ales  adth  3,000  deaths5  now  there  is 
about  100  cases  and  an  average  8 deaths.  I believe  that  the  public  do  not 
realize  the  real  value  of  preventive  medicine  and  its  vital  importance  to 
themselves  and  their  children. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Coramdttoe  for  their  support, 
to  tho  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  to  tho  staff  of  the 
Local  Health  Office  for  their  invaluable  help  in  tho  compilation  of  this  report 
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Topography. 


Tho  Erpingham  Sural  District  lies  in  North  Norfolk,  "being  "bounded 
on  tho  north  by  the  sea  and  on  the  oast,  west  and  south  "by  tho  Small"burgh5 
St,  Faith's  & Aylsham  and  Walsingham  districts. 

The  coastline  of  some  twenty  miles  extends  from  Mundesloy  in 
the  cast  to  Cley  in  the  v;cst.  As  far  as  \?ey"bourne  it  consists  of 
sandy  cliffs  and  "boyond  it  of  marshland  protected  by  shingle  beaches. 

Inland  tho  country  is  for  the  most  part  open  with  much  variety 
of  hoath,  woodland  and  land  under  cultivation  and  few  natural  barriers. 

The  climato  is  bracing  and  the  rainfall  low.

Tho  figure  for  England  and  '"'ales  is  0.6  higher  than  last  year's,  and 
is  the  highest  since  1947. 

Illegitimate  births  comprised  3.6'^  of  the  total. 

Still  Births.  There  was  1 male  and  2 female  still  births,  which 
give  a rate  of  12,0  per  1,000  total  births.  This  is  a very 
satisfactory  figure  and  compares  favourably  v/ith  tho  National 
rate  of  I8.I  per  1,000,  which  in  turn  is  the  lowest  on  record. 

Infant  Mortality.  There  was  just  one  death  of  an  infant  under 
the  age  of  1 year.  This  was  a legitimate  male  infant  and  death 
occurred  in  the  first  woek  of  life. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  4*0  per  1,000  live  births,  v/hich  is 
a remarkably  low  fiepure  and  compares  very  well  with  the  figure  for 
England  and  V.'ales  of  21,4,  This  National  Rate  is  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  for  the  12th  yGa,r  in  succession. 
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Deaths.  The  follov/ing  deaths  have  been  recorded  by  the  Registrar 
General  and,  as  usual,  they  are  classified  under  the  36  headings 
based  on  the  abbreviated  list  of  the  International  Statistical 
Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and  Causes  of  Death,  1955»

Tho  total  nunbrr  of  deaths  is  slightly  lo'-'or  than  last  year  (251) 
and,  as  usual,  heart  disease  was  the  most  important  cause,  being 
responsible  for  ov.;r  l/3  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  accounted  for  l6^ 

Once  again  no  deaths  arc  recorded  as  being  due  to  maternal  causes,  but 
10  y/erc  as  a result  of  accidont  or  suicide.  This  is  unfortunate 
because  such  deaths  are  nearly  always  preventable  and  often  take 
place  in  the  young  and  healthy.

i^lthough  tho  mortality  from  tuberculosis  has  fallen  dramatically  in  recent 
years,  there  is  still  ouitc  a high  incidence,  and  the  disease  is  not  beaten 
yet.  Mass  rsdiography  still  reveals  a number  of  persons  with  active  disease, 
and  a recent  report  suggests  that  there  rna.y  be  52 ? 000  or  more  eases  of 
unrecognised  tuberculosis  amon^^;  persons  over  I5  y-ars  in  this  country.  It 
is  a fact  that  I'jfo  of  children  have  acq.uired  tuberculosis  infection  by  tho 
age  of  13.

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SIU.LLTOX  VACCINATION  (Contd) 


This  largo  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  was  a result  of  the 
outbreak  of  smallpox  which  occurred  at  tho  beginning  of  tho  year.  Those 
outbreaks  occur  every  few  years  and  it  is  only  as  tho  result  of  thorough 
and  painstaking  work  on  tho  part  of  local  authoritios  Health  Departments 
that  they  aro  brought  under  control.  Henco  tho  need  for  vaccina,tion  in  this 
country,  which  is  necessary  anyway  if  one  is  to  travel  abroad.  Older  children 
and  adults,  if  vaccinated  for  the  first  ti’'io,  may  have  unpleasant  reactions. 

It  is  therefore  reconnonded  that  adults  should  undergo  primary  vaccination 
only  when  at  risk,  but  every  encouragement  should  be  given  to  the  protection 
of  individual  while  in  infancy,  Rcvaccination  at  a later  date  is  then  a 
safe  and  innocuous  procoduror 


FOLIOflYfLITIS. 


In  February  1962,  the  Ministrj/"  of  Health  introduced  tho  Sabin  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  (oral  t ^.o)  for  mass  vaccination  of  persons  of  all  ages  from  6 months 
to  40  years,  and  public  sessions  wore  held  at  Cromer,  Shoringham,  Aldborough, 
Holt  and  Mundesloy,  with  local  general  practitioners  participating.  Three 
drops  on  a sugar  lump  (or  in  syrup  for  babies)  in  throe  doses  at  approximately 
4-8  weeks  intervals  constitute  the  full  primary  course  of  vaccination, 

’■'here  prcvi'usly  tv/o  injections  of  Salk  vaccine  have  been  given,  the  primary 
course  may  be  completed  by  a further  injection  of  Salk  vaccine  or  a dose  of 
Sabin  oral  vaccine  v/ithin  7-12  months. 

Tho  following  table  gives  details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  xiroa  Ho. 2 
during  I962  in  all  three  categories,  i,e.  (a)  3 injections  of  Salk  vaccine, 

(b)  2 injections  of  Salk  vaccine  + 1 dose  of  oral  vaccine  and  (c)  3 doses 
of  oral  vaccine .

As  a direct  result  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis 5 the  number  of  cases 
of  this  disease  in  England  and  Hales  was  lower  in  I962  than  it  has  been  for  nearly

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  usually  comhinod  with  that  against 
'liooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  so  as  to  roduco  the  total  numb  r of  injections 
required,  I forecast  in  last  year's  report,  the  numloer  of  immunisations  carrio 

out  in  1962  was  considcrai'ly  loss  than  in  the  pr..vious  year.  This  is  because 
the  campaign  to  bring  up  to  date  the  immunised  state  of  the  school  children  in 
the  district  was  completed  by  the  beginning  of  1962,  and  the  very  high  figures 
of  1961  a-ro  unlikely  to  bo  repeated .

TETilHUS  IISIUNISATION  - A Total  of  346  children  under  15  years  of  ago  and  578 

persons  over  the  age  of  I5  years  were  inoculated  during 
the  year  with  tetanus  toxoid  and  a further  58  received 
a booster  injection.  Thus,  by  including  those 
inoculated  v/ith  triple  or  combined  antigen,  a grand 
total  of  1,399  persons  of  all  ages  received  protection 
agrdnst  tetanus  during  1^62  in  Area  No. 2. 
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GEIIERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  tho  sorvices  provided  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  1946  the  Cromer  Urban 
District 5 the  Shcringha,ra  Urban  District  and  tho  Erpinghara  Rural  District  are 
combined  to  form  County  Area  No. 2.  These  services  include  midwifery,  tho  c.aro 
of  mothers  and  young  children,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  homo  nursing, 
mental  health,  provention  of  illness  (care  •'^.nd  after-care)  home  helps  and  tho 
amb  u 1 an  c 0 service. 

Maternity  and  Child  'iolfaro.  Tho  district  is  served  by  11  District  Nurse/ 
I'Udwivcs,  many  of  whom  rrc  also  q_u::,lified  Health  Visitors.  The  area  botw-:-cn 
Cromer  and  Sheringhan  also  enjoys  the  services  of  a full  time  Health  Visitor.

The  Clinics  at  Crom.r  and  Shcringhem  arc  attended  by  the  Medical  Officer  and 
those  at  Matlaskc  and  Fundesloy  are  attended  as  required. 

All  children  under  5 years  of  age  aro  visited  regularly  in  their  homes  by  tho 
Health  Visitor  v;ho  takes  over  from  tho  nidvdfe  when  tho  baby  is  two  weeks  old. 
Children  of  5 years  and  ov-  r come  under  tho  sux-;crvision  of  the  School  Nurse, 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  This  is  carried  out  by  tho  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officer  and  by  the  General  rractitionors.  Sessions  for  vaccination 
and  immunisation  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis  aro  arranged  at  Clinics,  Schools  and  General 
Fr-actitionors ' surgeries. 


School  Medical  Service.  This  takes  up  a consider a'^'Ro  amount  of  time  a,s  ov.-ry 
one  of  the  28  schools  in  the  area  is  visited  annually  and  on  thosj  occasions 
a full  cxamina,tion  of  all  children  in  the  appropriate  age  group  is  carried  out. 
They  arc  seen  during  their  first  year  at  school,  at  10  years  of  ago  and  before 
leaving^  if  any  defects  aro  discovered  they  arc  referred  for  treatment  or 
investigation.  Children  in  whom  there  is  thought  to  bo  a need  for  supervision 
a,ro  seen  every  year,  /.part  from  the  routine  visits,  ma^ny  special  visits  to 
schools  'Urc  made  for  such  purpose  as  immunisation,  mental  ascertainment, 
examination  v/hen  transport  to  School  is  bolicvod  necessary,  and  so  on.  The 
vision  of  all  pupils  is  tested  a.t  8 years  of  age  as  a routine .

Although  tho  health  of  the  nation  has  never  heen  hotter,  there  is  still  a 
trorr.ondous  amount  of  ignorance  and  superstition  about  the  needs  of  the  human 
body.  Few  people  realise  that  prevention  of  illness  is  not  the  same  as  positive 
health,  and  that  one  can  bo  quite  free  of  any  disease  and  yet  fool  quite  ill, 
rcoplcs  ideas  about  health  and  disease  profoundly  affect  their  own  state  of 
h'.alth,  and  one  of  tho  commonest  notions  is  that  one  cannot  bo  hc;althy,  without 
taking  various  medicaments.  For  example  if  you  feel  tired  and  rundown,  then 
d "tonic"  is  noededj  I would  have  thoughout  that  a rest  and.  plenty  of  good 
food  would  be  more  effective,  or  it  nay  ncan  that  you  have  problems  on  your 
mind.  Ginilarly  if  you  wish  to  slim  d.own  a little,  then  .you  take  "slimming 
foods"  instoad  of  just  eating  less  of  the  richer  foods.  Then  if  ,you  suffer 
from  constipation  you  require  pills  or  rnedicino  instead,  of  adjusting  .your  diet, 

Nodern  advertising  does  not  help  matters,  ospccially  television.  Very 
often,  distorted  ideas  of  health  are  being  put  across  3,nd  it  would  appear  that 
without  a.  constant  supply  of  pills,  raodicino,  vitamins  and  lotions,  the  human 
body  cannot  function  properly.  Tho  grave  danger  is  in  the  id.Ga  that  the  slightest 
deviation  from  normal  reouiros  ir'ii-'-'cdiato  relief  with  medicine  or  taA.lcts, 

It  is  ran  uphill  task  countering  these  false  notions,  but  I suppose  it 
is  one  of  tho  neuroses  of  modern  life.
